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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 26, 
2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Jon Swartz "Browser only lists paying web sites" published in the San Francisco 
Chronicle of February 21 , 1998, submitted by the applicant as a printout from the 
Internet dated 10 September 1999, pages 1-3, of record, further in view of Ryu (US 
6,377,961) provided by the applicant. 

Claims 14-16 merely read on the fact that Open Text of Canada began charging 
for preferred placement on its search engine since 1996 (see page 2). Furthermore, 
clearly the method has to identify items for a first- displayed location in the result list and 
repeat the operation to populate the list as claimed. The claimed influence of the bid 
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amount being controlled by one or more predetermined parameters merely reads on the 
fact that the listings with highest bid amounts are selected for display to the searcher. 

Although it is not explicitly shown that Open Text displays the search listings in a 
random order, it is well known in the art as shown by Ryu to do so (see Figure 3, 
column 3, line 65- column 4, line 1). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to include displaying the search listings in a random order as 
taught by Ryu in order to arbitrarily present paid listings of Open Text without having to 
rank them. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or make obvious: 

• a method for providing a search result list including for each identified search 
listing, comparing its bid amount with a value weighted by a random number, if 
the bid amount does not exceed the value weighted by the random number, 
moving the identified search listing to the search result list, in combination with all 
the limitations recited in claim 17 

• a method for providing a search result list including arranging the identified 
search listings according to bid amount using an algorithm that compares a 
sorting variable to a random number, in combination with all the limitations 
recited in claim 20. 

Claims 18, 19, 21 , 22 being further limiting and definite are also allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
